nedy also brought out the fact that ap- 
proximately half of Carr Lake bottom is 
owned by the city, with the other half in 
County jurisdiction. 


“Now’s the time for both City and 
County government to pull together and 
really do something great.” Mr. Ken- 
nedy explained. 


“Salinas has plenty of resources for 
water and we can give youth and adults 
water recreation without having to sit in 
a car for hours to reach the nearest lake 
outside the city limits.”

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SPOTLIGHT: Coach Len Wilkins

At first glance, one would get the im- 
pression that Len Wilkin’s office is oc- 
cupied by a coach. 


The walls are decorated with action 
packed photos of basketball, a picture of 
his hero, Secretariat (for possibly more 
than one reason), a poster of superstar, 
Jerry West, record books, a trophy or 
two, schedules of past Hartnell basket- 
ball games, and sitting on the desk are 
photos of his wife, Joanne, daughter 
Tracy, 13, and son Tommy, 12. 


Enough about the office. What about 
the man behind the desk? 


With a peek through the partially 
closed door, one would fill his eyes with 
black-top, worn tennis shoes, white ankle 
socks, and moving on up, bare calved 
legs, light blue shorts, a maroon parka 
with yellow letters across the chest area 
stating that the man with the salt and 
pepper colored hair and blue eyes is part 
of the Hartnell coaching staff. This man 
is Len Wilkins. 

Indeed he does look like the “typical” 
coach. The nice legs, friendly smile, mod 
hair cut, and of course, the casual style. 
Yet under all the coaching garb is a very 
down-to-earth mind. 

A devoted father and husband as well 
as a teacher and coach (notice teacher 
came before coach), Len believes that he, 
like all other coaches, is a teacher first 
and foremost. He explained that coach- 
ing is a form of teaching. 

“Coaching,” he stated, “takes in quite 
a bit of territory.” For example, a coach 
has to have his class ready each Friday 
night without fail, no postponing. He 
has to recognize and understand all types 
of cultures, not just the home town at- 
titude. He has to understand why one 
student does one thing while another 
doesn’t. 

Coaching is taking a turn about with 
the new flow of anti-established teaching 


methods. Although younger coaches are’ 


using fresh coaching methods, Len frank- 
ly believes that each will find out that 
when coaching any team sport the demo- 
cratic coaching style is more relevant. 

He speaks about his profession with 
enthusiasm, which may be why he has 
been so successful the past six years as 
coach. He is very competitive, and with 
good reason. Being the youngest in a 
family of five can tend to make one 
competitive as it did to this Brentwood 
hometown boy. 

Most of his knowledge he owes to ex- 


perience and Cal Poly, San Luis Obispo, 
where he majored in Physical Education, 
and Chico State where Len did his gradu- 
ate work. Before coming to Hartnell in 
the fall of 1968, he taught and coached 
throughout California. 


Besides being a devoted basketball 
coach, Len finds time to play tennis and 
handball, and I might add he is pretty 
tough. And if that outdoor sport doesn’t 
satisfy his needs he just spends his whole 
summer as a State Park Ranger at Big 
Sur. And yes, he does wear the Smokey 


the Bear hat and as he assigns the visi- 
tors to campsites, he makes sure all fires 
are safe, as does Smokey! 

On the wall is a quote that sums up 
Len’s love for the sport: 

“Basketball is an opportunity for 
humans to use their psychomotor appar- 
atus for identification, expression, and 
self respect.”

You may be eligible for up to $800 in 
aid, but you won’t receive a dime un- 
less you apply in College Center 2 by 
5 P.M. 

The Basic Educational Opportunity 
Grant or BEOG is a new federal govern- 
ment financial aid program, but there 
is a problem. Not very many students 
are applying for the money. 

BEOG was implemented just last year, 
and it was not until August that the col- 
leges were notified of the grants available. 

The funds are available to graduat- 
ing seniors planning to attend Hartnell 
and to first-year students. Those under 
the program must be from low income 
families and must be full-time students 
and maintain a C average. 

According to Jose Madrigal, Special 
Student Services Officer, there was little 
time to inform the students about the 
grant, but, he said, the main problem 
was that “there was little cooperation 
from the high school counselors.” 

This year, Hartnell was allocated 
$22,000 under the BEOG program and 
the scholarships range from $52 to $452. 
Although his office advertised the grant 
through various media there was not 
enough response from students. As a re- 


sult, much of the unused $22,000 will 
have to be returned to the BEOG pro- 
gram. 

Next year, the BEOG grants will range 
from $50 to $800. The Special Student 
Services Office is now recruiting the high 
school students planning to attend Hart- 
nell in the fall, so that they won’t miss 
out on this opportunity for financial aids. 
The money is there if the word can reach 
the students.
